Tbe Committee on Claims and Ac- 
coanta, with tbe City Attorney, pre- 
aented report of ita aettlement witbltbe 
Treasurer, roli(u» Judu'e and Chief of Pc- 
lioe for the year. On motion the report 
waa ordered pnbliabed in tbe city papers. 

.\ petition from citizens of the Sixth 
ward asking for construction of drains or 
aewera to get rid of aarface water waa 
read and was laid on table "till a more 
convenient time." 

Building permits were Krant(<l as fol- 
lowa: Ohio Valley Pulley Worka, to 
build a frame warehouse on Main street ; 
R. K. HoeHich, to repair and improve 
building on Market; Ohio Valley Pulley 
Worka, to tDOve a warebonae from comer 
of Main street and railroad to rear of 
preaent warebouae; Mra. O'Donnell, to 
baild a atable aad baggy abed on Foreat 
avenue, Fifth ward; J. W. I^ewis, to 
build a atable and coal house on Front 
Btreet, Weat End; Henry Farwicb, to 
hiiild a coal house and stable on Morrison 
alley; Limestone Building Association, 
to build a coal booae on Third atroet, 
Sixth ward. 

Timothy Deamond'a resignation as 
prison guard was accepted. 

The rules were aaapended and an or- 
dinance adopted accepting a dedication 
oi a street from E. T. and Geo. T. Hunter 
and extending from Third to Second, 
eaat of Lee. Tbia ia preliminary to the 
erection of the Govemment building. 

Mayor Stallcup presented his annual 
meaaage aa followa : 

OtttOmen: Itlioota legal duty Imposed upon 
m» m Mayor et a foortti-elaas city to addreaa 
your honorable body upon matters of leglsla- 
Uon. Being oloaely Identified with yon ia tiie 
management of nnnieipal alhlis, and eon- 
atratned to act for the best iatsfest of onr olty. I 
feel there wou:d be no impropriety in my snf- 
getting a future policy and oalllng yonr atten- 
tion to thoee matters which ahonld, In ray Judg- 
ment, claim precedence during the presfnt year. 

The city's contract with the ritlzin's Oaa Com- 
pany expired during the year last past. The tax 
payerH n:u ileiimudlug a new contfaot, ODA that 
will sei iire tliem a liotler and more efflutunt 
lighiiUK I'f i"ir pulilli- stni'ts. So far aa my 
personal desires ({'>. • would prefer to see our 
own citizens have the l»>iu lil of tlila contract, 
providing they would saUsfactorily light our 
public streets on as reasonable terms as a feieign 



company or corporation would agree to do. 
But to continue our present system, under tbe 
dockInK l>1an of dednctlDR for lights not fnr- 
iiistied. i- Mii«Btifcfariory to the city as the payor 
and to the gax r^mpany as payee, and it does 
not meet public needs and neosssltles. While I 
appreciate your earnest eflbrta In trying to se- 
cure a contract that would meet pnblio require- 
ments, yot thill matter should not longer l>e 
deferred, aud you should take prompt action in 
securing a contract that will insure the eatU- 
factory llghtlnR of our streets. 

In the bcginnlDK of the year 1K98 the rlty n in- 
debtedness was 1110,000. Tbe conservative policy 
of rcduclnK the city's Indebtedness was adopted 
with a view of leading up to street linprove- 
ments. During tbe live years last past, llie city's 
debt has been reduced Vi2,00(i, with a correspond- 
ing reduction In the annual iiiicrc-i of .iX). 
The city's debt as It now s'mh I- iinnmry Nt. 
IWS, U |S»,000, and It ia probable that this 
amount can be reduced by a prudent and 
coonoraioal management of our municipal af- 
fain to tiM miainnm of I0O.OO0, before It would 
be neoessary to issue bonds to pay for street im- 
prorements. 

The pabUo are demanding a bettar elam of 
streets. Tbs dopknabU nnsaaitarr eondltlon of 
onr streeli, deeply eoatsd with dost as they are 
In summer, snow, ies aad mud ta wlater, poorly 
dnlned, with Uttle or so sew«iaMs.aBd a con- 
stant menace to the Olty aomaaseat fer aegli- 
genoe sniti, when properly oonsldeted. Justify 
the pnbUo in demanding better strsets. If the 
taxpayers are wllliair te bear the burdens of tax- 
ation to secure them, they should In my judg- 
ment be given an opportanlty to pass upon tbe 
matter of street Improvements. I suKgest that a 
proposition be s\il)niitte<l to the voters at our 
next November election and let them vote upon 
it and (U tmnlne whether we shall for the pres- 
ent liave our streets improved. The money can 
be oblHlncd at a very low rntc of iulcrckt ; in 
fact there ha.s never been iitinu in the lii.storyof 
the city when It ( nuld obtain a loan on a.^ cheap 
a rate of Interest a.s at the prc-ent time. 

II in your legislative judgment we should un- 
dertake streetlmprovcnien'j), then llii r'' are some 
preliminaries that should be bmli' d lo iti ad- 
vance. 'One most Important Is the kind of 
streets we will construct. Oreat care and pains- 
taking should be used to prevent jobbing and to 
secure to the people good, durable streets for 
tbeir money. It would be calamitioua to both 
city and taxpayers, after paying thousands of 
dollars to have bad streets Impoesd upon them, 
aad befMe the debt had matured the streets 
weald be wortblees, and tbe taxpayers left In a 
woiss than they ware beline uadertakiag the 
improremeat Isng|Sst,ititlsdeeidednpoato 
ondertakai street Impnrremeats, that a oommlt- 
tee of reprsseniatlTe men from oar Olty Ooaaell 
aad oar oitiaeaa tie appointed to iaraatfgste aad 
report to OoaacU the best, ebeapast aad awMt 
durable streets to coastruet to meet our public 
neoessitiee. 

I suggest to you that onr annual assessments 
should reoetre your eloee and merited attention. 
If we are to undertake street improvements, we 
will be compelled to have money to meet tbe 
exigencies of paying the debt and annual Inter- 
est as they mature. Our annual assessineiits are 
not up ti) legal rcciuiremcnts. Tlicy are a con- 
tinuation of the old routuic— (il rept'aliiiK the 
old assessments that were lu vogue betore the 
classllicatinn of the cities, the burden of taxation 
principally falling on the real property, while 
many other kinds of property are cscapirjn taxa 
tion, and do not contribute to ihe .supporlof the 
municipal government. If full and complete 
a.ssessments were required aud obtained, it 
would be the means of raising tbe money to 
meet the annual losiallments of the debt and In- 
terest as It fell due. 

Tbe revenues of the city could be largely in- 
creased by Imposing a license tax upon all fran 
ctalses. trades, oooupaitons and prolesslons sub- 
ject to a Ikiense tax under our charier. A proper 
diserimination between modes of taxation as 
provided fer by the charter, and an application 
of eaob of Its subjects will gieatly aid in paving 
(or street Improvements. Tbe eharter expresaly 
provides that "the cost of reoonstmoting tbe 
public ways, streets and allers, or repairing the 
same and the cost of making foot crossings shall 
be borne ezolulvelv by tbe city." It further 
provides that "tbe cost of making sidewalka, in- 
cluding curbing and guttering, whether by orlg- 
iual construction or by reconstruction, shall be 
apportioned to the front foot as owned by the 
parties respectively fronting said Improve- 
ments." It Is evident tbe leslslatlve intent 
wah that the citv was to pay (or tbe reconstruc- 
tion of .so much of the street as does not Include 
the sidewalk, including ihe curlniiK and gutter- 
ing, ancl the latter was to be paid for by tlie own- 
ers atiUtliuK oil the iraprovemeul. To l ouiiuuf 
III j)ay for any part of the construction or reeoii 
struclion of sidewalks, includiiiK guttering or 
curbing, out of the general fun<l t»ecaUHi' it was 
so done before on <'lassillL'ation of the cllies. Is 
absurd, aud au unlawful tise of the powers ot 
taxation, and a uiUapproprlatlou of p\ibllc 
fuuds. if the policy of the city, paying out of 
the general fund for improvements that sbuulil 
be paid by tbe owners of the property ia contin- 
ued in the future, as It has been In the past. It 
will wroDgluUy divert annual sums of money, 
which will be legally levied and collected to pay 
the bonds and interest we will imue to pay (or 
the cost of street improvements. 

If it is your legislative Jodgment, and the will 
of the tax-payers to undertake the improve- 
ment of ot» streets, I am ready to oo-operete 
with yon. I have endeavored not to diotats to 
you, but to suggest the need of a better lighting 
of our streets and the construction of a better 
class of public ways. 1 have, at the same time, 
endeavored to point out to yon some necessary 
preliminaries that should be Inaugurated before 
undertaking street improvements. I hope you 
will kindly ( onsidiT my suggestions, and if in 
your judguieut they meet your approval, I will 
gladly Bid and assist you lu carrying them out. 

Mr. £itel moved that the meaaage be 
published and that a committee of fonr 

from Council, four from tbe citixuna, 
with the Mayor added to cooaider tbe 
qneation and report as to wluit atepa 
should be taken. Adopted. Thoae 
membera who expreased themaelvea 
favor a speeial eleotioii on tho qae»> 
tion of street improvements. 

On motion of Mr. Keith it was decided 
that a apecial meeting of Council be held 
to consider tbe claim of Aoditor'a Agent 
Watson. 

Harry Ort, as Clerk of the Police Court, 
read a statement in which he claimed be 
had found a diacrepanoy of about $400 in 
tbe Obief of PoUoe aooonnta for yeara 



1898, 1899 and 1000. Tbe report was re- 
fnrred to the Claims and Accounts Com- 
mitte with inatrnctions to employ an ac- 
countant to inyeatigate the matter and 

report. 

Mr. Derach asked for information as to 
the righta and powers of tbe police. He 

stated that Policeman Bruce T'aeton had 
wilfully and maliciously broken into his 
storeroom Sunday and he moved to sus- 
pend Mr. Easton from the force indefi- 
nitely. A lively diecassion ensued. Ihe 
complaint waa finally rafarrad to Polioe 
Committee.

Mr. N. Gollenstein Runs Down 
Men Who RolM and Shot 
J. B. Farrow. 



Chain of Evidence Complete, Backed I'p By 
Ceireasiea ef One of Accased— Ed. 
MMTli, Cliariey Suden and 
Tm Mann Mltf 
Parties. 



The men who robbed and attempted 
to kill Mr. John Bruer Farrow Sunday 
night were all captured laat night. 

The chain of evidence against them is 
complete, and is backed up by the con- 
fession of one of the accused, assuring 
tbeir conviction and pnniabment. 

Ed. Morris, Tom Maqn and Charley 
Saunders, all Maysville neirroea, are the 
guilty parties. Mann and Saundera were 
arreated about ;« :)0 o'clock last night, 
but it waa after 1 o'clock tbia morning 
before Saundera waa locntad and Jafle d. 
He was found at • honae on Third 
Street, Sixth ward. Morria ia evidently 
the ringleader oi Ihe gang. 

The capture of the trio was the result 
of the ahtewd detective work of Mr. N. 
Gollenatein, keeper of the county's blood* 
hounds. A clew that would have been 
overlooked by nine out of ten men was 
taken up by Mr. Gollenstein and served 
to fasten the crime upon the guilty par- 
tiea. I 

Mr. (iulU-nBtein was formerly in the 
blacksmithing bnsinesa. It seema every 
blackemith baa hia etyle of ahoeing 

hordes. Mr. GollenBteiii knew Mr. OeO. 
Orawford'a work in tbia line, and when 
he examined tbe traeka of tbe horae 
driven by Mr. Farrow's appailants, he at 
once aaid the horse was shod by Mr. 
Crawford. The trail waa followed by 
.Mr. G. and his dogs into Oranjjeburj:, 
and there the hounds lost it. Returning 
in the afternoon tbe varioua other roada 
leading out of Orangeburg were exam- 
ined, but without success. Oa the way 
back to Maysville tbe dogs oocaaionally 
took op the trail, but would loae it, eon* 
vincing Mr. G. that the men had come to 
this city. 

After supper Mr. U. came down to ex 
amine tbe boraee at tbe livery stables. 

He started in at Brown's, and on the 
tbiid or fourth horse, shoes were found 
corresponding to the traoka at Mr. Far- 
row's home. The rent was easy. Mr. 
Brown said the horse was hired by Tom 
Mann Sunday evening. The negro in 
charge said tbe rig was returned after 12 
o'clock Sunday night, covered with mud, 
and the horse almost dead from fant 
driving. Charley Saondere had left with 
Mann, and further questioning by Mr. 
G. brouj,'btout the fact that they stopped 
just east of the stable and took in a third 
party. 

Mr. G. at onon told the police to arrest 
Mann, Saundora and Morris, but by all 
means to get Morria. Inatead of Morris, 
they at first arrested John Saunders, 
father of Ciiarley, but John was shortly 
diaobarged and Morris was captured 
later. Chief of Police Donovan, Police- 
men Thompeon, Pollitt, Easton, Sheriff 
Roberson and others did tbe rounding up. 

At midnight Saundera made aoonfea* 
sion. He ia tbe one Farrow knocked 
down and MorrIa and Maon did the 
shooting. 

Morria ia tbe negro tbe btoodboonda 

ran down some months ago for the rob- 
bery of old man Soward, near tbe Far- 
row home. At bia trial in Fleminga- 
buri,', Charley Saundera awore him out of 
that trouble. Alter the Sowards rob- 
bery, Saundera and Morria apent aeveral 
daya in Cincinnati spending money freely, 
but Saundera awore it waa bia money.

BLAU SHTEB Q EEAT. 

Details of tbe BulUn's Viotory Ovef 
the Pretender'a Porees. 

Tangier, Morocco, Feb. 2. — The de- 
tails of tho sultan's victory over the 
forces of tbe pretender, Bu Hamarra, 
ahow that tbe battle waa stubbornly 
contested and that the former's suc- 
cess was largely due to the co-opera- 
tion on tlic rritifal moment of t; 
Ileni CiiPfin triho, whose defection 
from tlu' iflifls the sultan had pre- 
viously purchased. The artillery of 
the Imperial forces, which were com< 
manded by the minister of wai' K) 
Menebih, consisted of plglit Maxims 
and fotir Ktupi)s. The snltnn's troops 
opened tbe attack early In tbe morn- 
ing and ahortly afterward the pre- 
tender's camp waa assalleil in the 
rear by the lleni Ourcins. In spile of 
the surprise and disadvantau'" df 
sition, the rebels stubbornly main- 
tained their ground and deaperate 
fighting continued for three houra. 
The slaughter was very great. The 
remnants of the rebel army tlien 
broke, abandoned the camp and fled 
in the direction of Tasab. The im- 
perial troopa are purauing the fugi- 
tives and If Hamarra la not among 
th*' slain, hla capture ia confidently 

exiieclwl. 

General Miles' Observations. 
Ivondon. Feb. 2. — Lieutenant denor- 
al Miles, who returned here from 
Windsor, said: "The king reeeied me 
most cordially, recalled pleasant mem- 
orles of our visit here at the time of 
til" jiibil<-'' and spoke as frien-ily as 
ever of America. He showed keen in- 
tereat in the far eaat, on which sul)- 
Ject I was able to Rive him informa- 
tion. Altogether it was a moFt pleas- 
ant visit. The kinK said lie hdpe.l the 
Prince and Princess of Wales would 
be able to visit America. Nothing, 
however, is definltelg aettled." Gen- 
eral Miles declined to diacuaa either 
the Venezuelan or the Philippine ques- 
tions. Uy what the general terms "a 
mistake on the part of somebody 
here," Mra. Mllea waa not invited to 
Wlndaor oaatle.

Cincinnati. Feb. 2. — The annual eon- 
ventlon of the United Brewery Work- 
ers reconvened with 150 delefjatea 
from all parts of the country jiresent. 
The committee on credentials report- 
ed favorably upon all tbe delegates 
except the 14 from New York who 
were not accorded si>ats. These dele- 
gates had no one contesting their 
seats, but it was claimed that the lo- 
cal unions which they represented 
were not legal, that the New York lo- 
cals had attempted to have the Amer- 
ican Kedenitlon of Labor annul the 
charter of the .National United Brew- 
ery Workers with a view to securing 
recognition theraeelves aa the nation- 
al organisation.

New York. Feb. 2. — The American 

liner St Paul nriived frotn Southamp- 
ton and ChcrlioiirR, having licen de- 
layed by extremely bad weather. The 
steamer left Southampton at noon, 
Jan 24. when a crack was fotind in 
one of the cylinder caps The defect 
prfived so serious that raptain .lai'ii- 
son decided (o have it re;iaireil befme 
proceeding on voyage.

Feb 2 — Max Para 
of New York, chairman of the (^xecii 
tlve committee of the United States 
Shipbuilding company, has arrived 
here to Join President Nixon and oth- 
er ofTlclals of the company, wlio have 
come io inspect tlie plant of the Union 
Iron works, which is owned by the 
corporation. He says he does not 
think there will he any conaolldatlon 
between the United States shipbuild- 
ing company and tbe United States 
Steel company. 

Consolidation Ratified. 
Cleveland, Feb. 2 — The consolida 
tion of tho Savings and Trust com 
pany and the Cltlsena Savings and 
Loan aaaociatloa of thia city wa.s 
formally ratified at a Joint meeting of 
the stockholdera of the two concerns. 
The total deposits of the coniblricd 
banks are about $21,000,000, exclusive 
ot trust funds. The new compaay, to 
be Incorporated this week, will be 
known as the Citizens' Savings and 
Trust company. • /

Cecil, of Belt County, indicted as "an ac- 
oeMory before the fact of tbe willful mur- 
der of William Goohel," voluntarily Bur 
rendered to the otncers to-day and was 
admitted to bail in $3,000. Cecil came 
here last night on the strict quiet and 
went to the home of Oommonwealth's 
Attorney Franklin. This morninfc he 
went before tbe grand jury, and abortly 
after 1 o'clock tbla sftMiiooii h* wm ad- 
mitted to bail, Ml father bciaft bii bonds- 
man. 

It is said Cecil, wlio was indicted juat a 
year aso, has been in Indiana for many 
months, but has been in eommanlcation 
Willi the authorities here for several 
weeks, looking to tbe action of tonlay. 

It aeema evident that the Common- 
wealth intends to juil Cecil on the wit- 
IMM atand in the next Powers and How- 
ard trials, and, if all raiporta bo true, he 
will be an important witness. 

Cecil was in Frankfort nearly all tlie 
latter half of January, 1900, and remained 
here till tbe rump Legislature assembled 
in London, Ky. He is believed to have 
been in several conferences in tlie State 
House, where the abooting ol Governor 
Goebel waa discussed. It is believed 

that Youfsey's t»'Htimony diacloHeil the 
fact that Cecil was an important witness, 
hence the proeecntion agreed to allow 
him bail if he would surrender himself 
and tell the grand jury what he knows. 

In the Berry Howard trial last Apr 1 
Slierif! liroiijjhton of I^ell County teetilied 
that Calel) I'owere told liim that Frank 
Cecil would be a Kood man to kill Goe- 
bel, and that Cecil would do it. 

At the time Cecil and Jack Steele were 
indicted there was some tentiinony to the 
effect that they were in Fower'a office 
when Howard ahot Goebel, but it has 
since developed that they were in tln! 
Agricultural Building at that minute. 

With the testimony of Oeeil and Yout- 
sey to come out at the next trial, and in- 
dications of one or two more trying to get 
in tbe band wagon, it begins to look like 
the final round-up of tbe Goebel mnrder- 
ers is near at hand. 

The mandates of the Court of Appeals 
in both the Powers and Howard cases 
have been ieaued and neither one now 
has a chance to accept tlie life sentence 
given at the last trials, and moat take 
tha chance of a death aentettce on the 
•est trial, whether they with it or not.
